XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. S. Watt.) 
No. 41.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of October, November, December and year 1986. 


October.—The rainfall during the month of October was, with very few exceptions, below 
the average, the deficiencies being most pronounced over coastal areas and southern agricul- 
tural districts. The southern depression, which brought substantial rains to the wheat. belt 
by the last day of September, caused further falls in those areas by the first of the month. 
This was the only general rainfall during the month and from thence onwards only light 
scattered falls resulted from quickly passing southern depressions. In some of the southern 
agricultural centres it was one of the driest Octobers ever recorded, a number of stations 
receiving under ten points. 

Drought conditions still existed throughout the pastoral districts, very little rain being 
registered, but occasional scattered thunderstorms were reported from the East Kimberley, 
while some stations on the goldfields on the 9th reported moderate falls which will have 
freshened up the herbage. 

Temperatures, including those in the metropolitan area, were slightly above the average. 
Some high registrations were met with in the tropics during the month, Derby reporting 
109.5 deg. on the 20th, while Marble Bar reported a maximum of 107 deg. on the 29th. In 
no instance, however, was any record broken. 

There was no particularly rough weather on the coast but vessels in the Bight reported 
somewhat rough conditions on several occasions. 


November.—November was a month, with few exceptions, of very slight rainfall. The 
easterly Kimberley received some occasional thunderstorms, which extended to the northern 
and central portions of the West Kimberley, but nothing of any importance was shown on 
the coastal sections of the latter division. Drought conditions still prevailed in the Pilbara, 
De Grey and West Gascoyne. A tropical depression was, however, responsible for some fair 
rains on the 22nd and 23rd through the East Gascoyne and Northern Goldfields and this was 
followed up on the closing days of the month by some further gaugings which embraced a 
large portion of the north-eastern and Coolgardie goldfields. The best falls were registered 
in the Laverton, Maleolm, Widgiemooltha, and Menzies districts. 

At Laverton the 124 points that fell was the highest 24-hour registration since the 20th 
March, 1935. 

In the agricultural and west and south-west coastal areas, except in some of the more 
northern portions, the falls were very light and everywhere below the average. The Northamp- 
ton district and some of the more northern sections of the Midland Railway received some 
of the rain which fell through the East Gascoyne on the 22nd and 23rd, and over average 
results were shown at some stations, while here and there reports were received of slight 
damage to crops by hail. 

Nothing exceptional in temperatures was shown during the month throughout the tropics 
and Gascoyne, but in the wheat belt, Coolgardie goldfields and over the west and south-west 
coastal areas both day and night temperatures were two or three degrees over the monthly 
average. 


December.—The December rainfall over sub-tropical portions of the State was mainly 
accounted for by the frequency of thunderstorms associated with tropical low pressure sys- 
tems. The most extensive falls occurred on the 18th, 24th and 28th, when large areas of the 
wheat belt and Coolgardie goldfields were affected. Apart from these three dates no down- 
pour of any great extent was registered during the month, but thunderstorms were of almost 
daily occurrence in one portion or another of the State. 

At many stations in the wheat belt and on the goldfields the average for the month was 
exceeded, but beyond some isolated instances the remaining divisions showed deficiencies. 

Turning to the tropics, scattered thunderstorms only were noted during the first three 
weeks in the Kimberley, but the last week saw general rains which, although light, were 
encouraging, as the pressure lines with which they were associated appeared to continue across 
the Timor Sea towards the East Indies, where some low barometer readings were noted. I 
was expected that further and heavier rains would be experienced as the season advanced. 
In the North-West dry weather persisted over a large area, but the end of the month saw 
thunderstorms prevalent over the Pilbara country and good registrations were reported from 
several stations. 

In the agricultural districts considerable damage was caused over some areas by the 
thunderstorms on the 24th, winds of hurricane force destroying fencing, besides blowing down 
some windmills and tanks and causing damage to feed, haystacks and pasture. Hail also 
injured some crops, but on the other hand, dams received some benefit from the rains. 

In the tropics some very high temperatures were experienced, but in sub-tropical areas 
although the century was exceeded at, inland stations on various occasions, no outstanding 
heat spell was encountered. The latter half of December, however, was memorable for the 
very sultry weather which prevailed, reminiscent rather of the weather met with in March 
than in December, which has usually a dry heat. It was due to the continuous rapid move- 
ment of the tropical depressions moving southward from the north-west coast bringing down 
an upper current of warm, moist, north-west air. 


Year.—The rainfall map for the year 1936 showed that the whole State had experienced 
a pronounced shortage, and continued drought was a feature of the year in respect to the 
pastoral divisions of the State and the eastern, north-eastern and some of the northern por- 
tions of the wheat belt. The extent of the rain shortage may be gauged from the fact that 
only three recording stations in the State showed over-average results. 

The years approximating most closely to 1936 were 1891, 191i and 1924. The first two 
showed generally under-average results, except at a few stations on the south coast, while in 
1924 a fairly large section of the lower south-west was above the average. 

The extreme registrations at telegraphic reporting stations during the year were effected 
at Jarrahdale in the Darling Ranges, where 52 inches fell, and at Mardie on the north-west 
coast, where the fall for the year was only 0.34 inches. 


The results of the year’s rainfall in the various divisions may be summarised as follows:— 
, J 


Kimberley and North-West.—Following upon the weak rainfall of 1935 the season in the 
East Kimberley opened with a very sparse fall during January, but the West Kimberley 
benefited from the willy-willy on the 8th. It proved a quick-noving storm and its most severe 
effects were felt on the 90-Mile Beach, where heavy rain fell accompanied by wind of hurti- 
cane force. It quickly lost force after passing the coast and finally spent itself in the desert 
country between the Pilbara and Hall’s Creek, and good rains fell between the West Kim- 
berley and the De Grey River. A general rain was noted in February, but unfortunately the 
heavy falls missed the East Kimberley but showed up on the western portion. In the Hast 
Kimberley during March the rainfall was practically negligible, and very little fell in April. 
In previous seasons, although dry conditions might exist in December and January, useful 
rains have usually saved the situation in February and March. In this instance they were 
entirely lacking and the season was practically the worst on record. The usual dry weather 
then ensued till November, when scattered thunderstorms commenced, and towards the end of 
December the rain became more general, promising heavier falls in the near future. 


North-West, Pilbara and Fortescue——The country practically throughout the whole year 
continued dry and parched, and drought conditions persisted which, combined with the great 
shortage of rain in 1935, rendered the present drought the severest on record. At the end of 
December some fairly good thunderstorms were noted in the Pilbara, while the general trend 
of the weather chart gave the impression that the dry conditions jn those portions of the 


pastoral areas would soon break. 


Gascoyne, Murchison and Goldfields—The year’s totals were disappointing and, as was 
the ease in the North-West, severe drought conditions prevailed. Rains, occasionally over- 
average, fell over some of the divisions, but as they were not followed up by anything of 
importance the benefit derived from them quickly evaporated. Towards the end of the year 
the continuance of thunderstorms from the various tropical disturbances passing overland 
presented a more hopeful aspect and they appeared to be the forerunners of more extensive 


and general rains. 
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Agricultural Districts and Fruit and Dairying Country.—January opened with thunder- 
storms in the southern and central portions of the wheat belt and through the fruit and dairy- 
ing country. In some instances they were accompanied by hail, which injured the late crops, 
while heavy winds caused considerable damage to outbuildings and fencing, besides uprooting 
trees. Dry weather ensued during the following three months; water carting was genera), 
stock was hand fed and considerable losses were sustained amongst ewes and early lambs. 
Moderate rains in March over some of the fruit and dairying country eased the position some- 
what. May was characterised by the activity of rain-bearing depressions which commenced 
to affect the State at an early date. The influence of these disturbances was most pronounced 
on the coast, through the fruit and dairying country and the southern wheat belt. Generally 
good growing weather, due to soaking rains, was experienced during June, and cereals, although 
short, had made healthy progress. It was recognised, however, that further heavy rain was 
required to ensure good crop prospects as the ground had no reserve of moisture in the sub- 
soil. Unfortunately, from July onwards the rain-bearing disturbances developed a tendency 
to expend the greater part of ‘their foree on the south-west coast and the central and more 
southern areas of the wheat belt. During the spring months this became more pronounced, 
leading to a fairly general deficiency, especially in the more northern and the north-eastern 
and eastern districts, where the crops were in many instances almost a failure. Relief came 
to the other sections late in September and early October and in many districts some excellent 
crops resulted. In addition to the want of rain farmers had to contend with heavy frost in 
September, while considerable logses resulted from the grasshopper plague and to a lesser 
extent from emus and kangaroos. The last month of the year saw the extension of the tropi- 
cal rains to the wheat belt and some losses were occasioned by hail, but on the other hand 
dams in many instances were filled and farmers were enabled to cultivate. 

The year closed with the prospects of the breaking of the drought throughout the pastoral 
divisions of the State exceedingly bright.
